She said. she certainly 
will accept "any comments 
regarding the calendar ‘before 
the board approves it during. ah 
upcoming meeting. 

. Dr. Ingram did note the exis- 
tence of.a bill in the Legislature 
that if passed will play havoc 
with the calendar, According to 
Dr. Ingram, the -bill if. passed 
would not allow school to begin 
until, around Aug, 18 and the 
‘school year’ would have to be 
complete around May 2224, 

Dr. Ingram suggested’ board 
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members contact local legisla- 
tors to express their displeasure 
in the bill and ask them to vote 
against it, ; 

“Our calendar works for our 
community,” she said. 

Dr. Ingram said the proposed 
bill would force the school sys- 
tem to shorten several breaks 
currently included in the school 
calendar. 

Jernigan added that another 
thing the proposed bill will do is 
take control away from the local 
level in regards to setting the 
school calendar. He ‘said he 
believes control of the school 
calendar should remain at the 
local level, 

The proposed 2008-09 calen- 
dar presented by Dr. Ingram has 
students’ first day of school set 
for Wednesday, Aug. 6, while 
their last day will be Thursday, 
May 28, 2009.

Interestingly we 
read the results of a study which showed, "Women tend to answer 
every question asked of them because they do not want to be per- 
ceived as incompetent or uncooperative." Just remember you didn’t 
invite these folks to call you, you have no idea who they are, nor if 
there is an honest bone in their body, etc. Folks, just, hang up on 
these calls! Well, if you are afraid of hurting feelings quickly decline 
the offer and then hang-up ..... don’t give them time to:debate with 
you... if they get Someone to debate, they feel they have found a 
sucker'and will keep on and on, We also strongly recommend sign- 
ing up on the federal “Do Not Call” list. It is not perfect but it does 
eliminate an untold number of these calls. Do this for your elderly 
family members. [tis amazing, how these con artist can successful- 
ly.rip off an elderly. person... , even one normally thought to have 
zood common sense business savvy, : 


Also remember that your bank will not call (nor e-mail) asking for 
your account number. They have your name, account number(s) and 
access to balances, checks written; deposits made; etc. Neither will 
the IRS Call or e-mailing asking for your personal information.

According to the IRS, most eli- 
gible persons only need to file a 
2007 federal income tax retum 
(even if they owe no taxes) in 
order to ensure they will receive a 
stimulus payment. 2007 federal 
income tax retums are due by 
April 15. The IRS will use your 
2007 federal income tax return to 
determine your eligibility and cal- 
culate the amount. of payment. 
You must also have a valid Social 
Security number im_ order -to 
receive a stimulus payment. 

Assuming you are cligible for a 
stimulus payment, the IRS’ will 
issue your payment by direct 
deposit to your bank ‘account if 
you select that optiory on your 
2007 federal tax retum. In most 
cases, the stimulus payment will 
be. linked to the amount of tax lia- 
bility on your federal tax return 
with a maximum-payment, of 
$600 for individual filers with an 
adjusted gross income (AGI) less 
than-$75,000 a year ($1,200 for 
married couples filing jointly with 
an AGI less than $150,000) and a 
minimum payment of $300 for 
qualified low income individuals 
($600 for joint filers). Eligible tax 
filers. will also receive $300. for 
each qualifying child: Each child 
must have a valid Social Security 
number, 

The IRS says even. those who 
owe little or no taxes in 2007 may 
qualify for the minimum payment 
of $300: ($600 for joint filers) if

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they show $3,000 or more in 
qualifying income on their 2007 
federal tax return. “Qualifying 
income” means camed income 
such as wages and net self: 
employment income as well as 
Social Security or — certain 
Railroad Retirement benefits and 
VA benefits. The IRS notes that 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) does not count as qualifying 
income for the stimulus pay- 
ment. 

Many people who get Social 
Security or VA benefits do not 
normally file yearly tax returns, 
but they will have to file a 2007 
return to get the stimulus pay- 
ment. The Treasury Department, 
Social Security and VA will noti- 
fy people about this: The IRS 
makes clear that persons who owe 
no federal taxes will not get a tax 
bill for filing a return in order to 
collect a stimulus payment.

Alabama State Capitol 


The Alabama State Capitol is 
undergoing some. long awaited 
and much needed repairs, In 
addition to replacing all 876, 
manufacturét-recalled ‘sprinkler 
heads, repairing and repainting 
the stucco covered columns on 
the castside of the Capitol, and 
re-grouting the exterior marble 
on the Capitol's porches: and 
landings, the 157-year old 
Capitol building will undergo 
flooring and roofing repairs this 
year 

“The Capitol was. restored 
and renovated in beginning in 
1986 and was completed in 
1992, and as with all man-made 
structures, periodic upkeep is 
critical to the preservation of the 
building, “explained Capitol 


Senior Restoration Artisan Bob , 
“Though some of our , 


Canter, 
projects fall under the category 
of routine maintenance, due to 
the sheer size of the building, 
they can become quite compli- 
cated.” 

The: history and age of the 
building with its numerous addi- 
tions also play a large part in the 
decision. making ‘process for 
these projects. Modern . day 
materials and techniques may 
not be appropriate for repair of 
the building. Projects - often 
entail quite a. bit of research to 
determine the most compatible 
materials and techniques. 

“We're very fortunate to have 
a full-time, on-site Artisan with 
Bob's expertise,” said Andy 
Hornsby, the state's” deputy.

The Capitol's carpet has an 
interesting history. With rich 
colors and appealing patterns, 
the carpet was designed and pro- 
duced. specifically’ for the 
Alabama Capitol by US 
Axminster’ in. Greenville, 
Mississippi. The company was 
bought out by Brintons, the old- 
est manufacturer of Woven car- 
pet. in the world, Though 
Brintons closed the. plant in 
Mississippi some years later, the 
company still retains the copy- 
right to the distinctive designs. 
The replacement Axminster car- 
pet is now only produced at the 
main Brinton plant in Kidder 
Minster, England. 

“Unfortunately,. none of the 
original Capitol carpet exists 
today, as it was removed and cut ° 
into blankets for use by 
Confederate soldiers .near the 
end of the Civil War,” explained 
Canter. “The patterns and colors 
of the carpet aré the result of 
extensive research of: carpets 


‘commonly used during the 1850 


to 1912 period.” 

Canter continued, “Our beau- 
tiful Capitol Building is regis- 
tered as a. National Historic 
Landmark. It is. an interesting 
mix of Government offices and 
museum spaces, Which make it 
one of the state’s premier tourist 
attractions. We-have welcomed 
visitors from: all over the state,
